OUR  COVER:  The  Cover  this  month  features  some  Postal  Envelopes. 
These  little  beauties  were  an  improvisation  of  stationeries  to  deal  with 
the  small  change  shortage  of  the  Civil  War.  People  were  hoarding  coins 
and  speculators  were  running  silver  up  to  Canada  and  trading  it  for  gold, 
then  bringing  the  gold  back  to  the  states  to  convert  into  silver  to  take  to 
Canada.  It  was  quite  lucrative  for  them,  but  put  the  rest  of  society  in  a 
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bit  of  a hole.  I bought  these  at  the  Smythe  auction  in  April.  They 
brought  run-a-way  prices,  as  there  had  been  no  substantial  offerings  in 
10  or  more  years.  Experts  estimate  there  are  about  500  extent  (after  all 
they  were  a throw-a-way  item  once  you  used  the  stamps  they  held.)  The 
pair  with  diamonds  shapes  around  the  value  are  medium  rare,  with  4 
known  of  each.  The  other  example  is  the  most  common  of  the  postal 
envelopes  with  1 1 known.

I worked  for  the  Majority  Floor  Leader,  George  F.  Montgomery,  who 
was  Chairperson  of  the  Colleges  and  Universities  of  the  Appropriation 
Committee.

Jackson’s  “Hidden”  Cashier 

A Series  of  1929  National  Bank  Note  Mystery 


By  William  Herzog  and  Lee  Lofthus 


Introduction 

Jackson,  Michigan,  offers  a treasure  trove  of  interest  to  anyone 
collecting  Series  of  1929  national  bank  notes.  In  the  short  time  span 
covered  by  the  small  size  national  era,  Jackson  had  national  banks 
operating  under  four  charters  and  five  different  titles,  four  of  which 
issued  Series  of  1929  notes.  As  Jackson’s  bankers  attempted  to  survive 
the  Depression  through  multiple  consolidations,  Jackson’s  five  banking 
establishments  were  down  to  just  a single  national  bank  operating  by  the 
summer  of  1933.  The  annual  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  reports  trace 
the  progression  of  the  Jackson  banks  from  charter  to  charter,  and  title  to 
title,  as  the  banks  merged  and  attempted  to  survive.  The  Comptroller’s 
reports  would  ordinarily  also  trace  the  progression  of  bank  officers 
through  the  years,  but  in  Jackson’s  case,  an  eagle-eye  collector  found  a 
scarce  signature  combination  on  a Jackson  small  size  national  that  is 
entirely  omitted  in  the  annual  Comptroller  reports. 

This  article  identifies  the  full  progression  of  officers  and  signature 
combinations  on  Jackson’s  small  size  nationals,  and  explains  the 
circumstances  behind  the  scarce  notes  with  the  signature  of  Jackson’s 
“hidden”  cashier.  It  will  also  demonstrate  how  the  Comptroller’s  office 
and  the  banks  handled  note  inventories  and  shipments  when  titles  and 
signatures  changed  on  notes.  Finally,  this  case  demonstrates  that  despite 
the  excellent  reference  books  available  to  national  bank  note  collectors 
today,  information  from  multiple  sources  is  often  required  before  a 
bank’s  full  operating  circumstances  can  be  understood. 


Jackson’s  National  Banks 


As  1929  began, 
Jackson,  Michigan,  was 
a mid-size  city  with  a 
population  just  passing 
the  50,000  mark. 
Located  in  south  central 
Michigan  about  an  hour 
due  west  of  Detroit, 
Jackson  supported  three

national  banks.  Charter  1533,  The  Peoples  National  Bank  of  Jackson, 
had  been  in  business  for  nearly  64  years,  opening  in  June  1865.  In 

1929,  H.  S.  Reynolds  was  the  bank’s  president,  and  J.  F.  “Jay”  Clark  was 
cashier.  They  oversaw  a year-end  circulation  of  $200,000  for  The 

Peoples  National  Bank. 
Charter  1 1289,  National 
Union  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  had  opened  in 
1919  under  the  title  of 
the  National  Union 
Bank.  National  Union 
Bank  adopted  its  “trust 
company”  title  on 
August  19,  1927. 

National  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company  had  an  affiliated  bank  in  town, 
Charter  13072,  the  East  Side  Union  Bank.  The  same  officers  managed 
both  the  Union  banks,  with  A.  C.  Bloomfeld  serving  as  president  and  H. 
A.  “Harry”  Reece  serving  as  cashier.  The  East  Side  Union  NB  did  not 
issue  circulating  national  bank  notes,  but  Charter  1 1289  had  a 
circulation  of  $382,960.  With  circulations  of  $200,000  and  $382,960, 
The  Peoples  NB  and  the  National  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company  were 
large  banking  operations  at  a time  when  thousands  of  small  town  banks 
in  the  country  were  operating  with  circulations  of  $25,000  or  $50,000. 
Both  Charter  1533  and  Charter  1 1289  had  issued  large  size  nationals, 
and  both  began  the  small  size  era  by  promptly  issuing  Series  of  1929 
notes. 

Despite  the  robust  circulations  of  the  Jackson  banks,  the  depression 
economy  was  taking  its  toll.  Just  seven  months  into  the  small  size  era, 
the  East  Side  Union  NB  closed  its  doors  in  January  1930,  absorbed  by 
its  sister  Charter  1 1289.  This  new  incarnation  of  the  National  Union 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  did  not  last  long,  however,  and  on  March  29, 

1930,  the  National  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company  was  consolidated 
with  Charter  1533,  The  Peoples  NB.  The  new  operation  maintained  its 
Charter  1533  identity, 
but  took  the  new  title  of 
the  Union  & Peoples 
National  Bank.  Union  & 

Peoples  NB  assumed  the 
circulation  liability  for 
Charter  1 1289 ’s 
nationals,  and  closed 
1930  with  a circulation 


Here  is  a 55  note  from  Union  & Peoples  NB,  with  the  common  signature 
combination  of  president  H.  S.  Reynolds  and  cashier  J.  F.  Clark. 
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of  $600,000.  The  familiar  names  of  H.  S.  Reynolds  as  president  and  J. 

F.  Clark  as  cashier  graced  the  hank’s  1930  report  to  the  Comptroller.  By 
the  end  of  1932,  Union  & Peoples  NB  had  increased  its  circulation  to 
$700,000,  but  that  expansion  was  not  to  last.  Eight  months  later,  in 
August  1933,  Union  & Peoples  NB  was  forced  into  receivership  as  the 
depression  maintained  its  grip.  By  this  time  the  city’s  final  national 
bank.  Charter  13741,  The  National  Bank  of  Jackson,  had  opened  its 
doors  in  July  1933.  The  NB  of  Jackson  lasted  in  business  through  the 
close  of  the  national  era  in  1935,  but  it  did  so  with  a conservative 
circulation  of  $100,000,  a far  cry  from  the  $700,000  maintained  by 
Charter  1533  at  its  height.  S.  M.  Schram  was  the  president  of  The  NB 
of  Jackson,  while  once  again  J.  F.  Clark  was  named  cashier,  making  Jay 
Clark  cashier  at  three  of  the  national  bank  titles  that  operated  in  Jackson 
between  1929  and  1935. 


The  “Hidden”  Cashier 

Table  1 (page  21)  displays  the  progression  of  the  Jackson  banks  and 
officers  as  they  consolidated  their  way  through  the  small  size  national  era. 
The  Table  1 data  is 
compiled  from  the  annual 
reports  the  national  banks 
with  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Currency.  The  story 
would  be  interesting  yet 
unremarkable  were  it  not 
for  the  $5  bill  in 
Illustration  1 (right). 

The  pictured  $5  bill,  serial  number  D000186A,  from  Charter  1533,  Union 
& Peoples  NB,  displays  the  signature  of  H.  A.  “Harry”  Reece  as  cashier  of 
the  Union  & Peoples  NB,  not  J.  F.  Clark.  Reece  was  the  cashier  at 
absorbed  Charter  1 1289,  not  the  new  bank,  at  least  according  to  the  new 
bank’s  report  to  the  Comptroller  at  the  close  of  1930.  What  was  going  on? 

Finding  the  Harry  Reece  Trail 

Since  the  annual  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  Reports  did  not 
disclose  that  H.  A.  Reece  was  cashier  at  the  Union  & Peoples  NB,  it  was 
necessary  to  travel  to  the  National  Archives  to  examine  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  records  and  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  ledgers 
to  see  if  they  would  shed  light  on  the  Charter  1533  Reece  signature. 

The  first  clue  to  the  Reece  signature  was  in  the  BEP’s  Ledger  Pertaining 
to  Plates,  Rolls,  and  Dies,  Volume  34,  Title  and  Signature  Changes, 
Series  of  1929  (hereafter  “BEP  Ledger  of  Title  and  Signature  Changes”). 
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This  is  the  “ hidden ” cashier  note  - despite  H.  A.  Reece's  engraved 
signature,  there  is  no  mention  of  him  as  cashier  at  the  Union  & Peoples 
National  Bank  in  the  annua!  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  Reports. 


Over  88%  of  all  Charter  1533  notes  with  the  Union  & Peoples  title 
had  the  signature  combination  of  Reynolds/Clark. 


The  names  of  the 
banks  and  bank  officer 
signatures  were 
overprinted  in  black  ink 
on  sheets  of  Series  of 
1929  national  banks 
notes.  The  BEP  Ledger 
of  Title  and  Signature 
Changes  tracked 

requested  changes  in  bank  titles  and  signatures.  The  ledger  of  overprint 
plate  changes  showed  the  following  entries  for  Charter  1533:  in  April 
1930,  the  bank  requested  new  plates  for  its  new  title  and  cashier: ; then, 
in  August  1930,  the  bank  requested  new  plates  to  accommodate  a new 
cashier.  These  BEP  ledger  entries  show  clearly  what  transpired  with  the 
Reece  signature:  once  Charter  1533  absorbed  Charter  1 1289  at  the  end 
of  March  1930,  the  bank  immediately  requested  new  notes  showing  the 
new  bank  name,  Union  & Peoples  NB,  and  the  new  cashier,  H.  A. 

Reece.  Thus,  while  Table  1 shows  the  banks  and  officers  per  the 
Comptroller  reports,  the  actual  progression  of  signatures  appearing  on 
issued  notes  is  shown  in  Table  2.  Table  2 also  illustrates  the  cooperative 
nature  of  the  consolidation  of  Charter  1 1289  with  Charter  1533.  The 
initial  consolidation  of  the  two  banks  under  the  new  Union  & Peoples 
title  retained  the  president  from  one  bank  and  the  cashier  from  the  other, 
a fair  demonstration  of  the  cooperative  merger  of  the  two  banking 
entities. 

Unfortunately,  the  August  1930  “new  cashier”  entry  in  the  BEP 
Ledger  of  Title  and  Signature  Changes  is  clear  evidence  that  Harry 
Reece’s  tenure  as  cashier  of  the  new  bank  did  not  last  long.  Just  three 
months  after  requesting  his  signature  be  placed  on  their  notes,  the  Union 
& Peoples  NB  was  asking  for  new  notes  showing  J.  F.  Clark  as,  once 
again,  the  cashier  of  Charter  1533. 


The  Jackson  Reynolds/Reece  Notes  Explained 

Under  Charter  1533’s  first  title,  The  Peoples  NB,  H.  S.  Reynolds  and 
J.  F.  Clark  were,  respectively,  president  and  cashier  as  the  large  size  era 
ended,  and  they  were  in  the  same  positions  as  the  first  small  size  notes 
were  issued  in  July  1929.  All  of  the  Series  of  1929  notes  under  the  first 
title,  The  Peoples  NB,  were  Reynolds/Clark  notes  and  were  shipped  by 
the  BEP  to  the  Comptroller  between  July  and  December,  1929.  At  the 
close  of  March,  1930,  The  Peoples  NB  consolidated  with  Charter  1 1289, 
National  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company.  Charter  1533  adopted  its  new 
title,  Union  & Peoples  NB,  and,  as  befitting  a mutually  agreeable 
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consolidation,  retained  the  president  from  one  of  the  merging  banks  (its 
own  man,  Reynolds,  from  Charter  1533)  and  the  cashier  from  the  other 
bank  (Reece,  from  Charter  1 1289).  In  April  1930,  new  overprint  plates 
were  delivered  to  the  BER  However,  a review  of  the  Comptroller’s 
Currency  and  Bond  Ledgers  show  the  bank’s  changeover  from 
Reynolds/Clark  first-title  notes  to  Reynolds/Reece  second-title  notes  was 
far  from  a simple  affair. 

It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  the  “merger”  of  the  two  Jackson 
banks,  while  evidently  mutually  agreeable,  was  still  an  assumption  of 


The  only  note-issuing  hank  left  in  Jackson  by  1934  was  The  National 
Bank  of  Jackson.  When  Union  & Peoples  NB  went  into  receivership, 
the  new  bank  was  formed,  and  J.  F.  Clark  once  again  appears  as 
cashier,  this  time  with  bank  president  S.  M.  Schram.

Charter  1533  first-title  notes  on  hand  with  the  Comptroller  (Type-1  $ 1 Os 
and  $20s)  would  remain  in  use  and  be  shipped  as  already  circulating 
notes  wore  out  and  were  replaced.  In  fact,  notes  with  The  Peoples  NB 
title  continued  to  be  shipped  to  the  new  Union  & Peoples  NB  months 
after  the  merger  and  title  change.  Even  though  Reynolds  and  Reece 
were  in  place  as  the  new  title’s  officers  in  early  April  1930,  the  first-title 
$ 1 Os  showing  the  Reynolds/Clark  signatures  were  shipped  until  July  18, 
1930,  and  first-title  $20s  lasted  until  August  2,  1930.  The  first-title 
Charter  1533  notes  on  hand  were  used  until  the  supply  was  exhausted. 
None  were  cancelled  despite  the  merger  and  title  change. 

On  May  10,  1930,  the  first  of  the  Charter  1533  second  title  notes 
arrived  at  the  Comptroller  from  the  BEP.  This  shipment,  the  first  since 
the  bank’s  April  request  for  notes  with  a new  title  and  cashier,  contained 
Type-1  $10  sheets  numbered  1 to  314,  and  Type-1  $20  sheets  numbered 
1 to  106.  All  were  Union  & Peoples  NB  with  the  signatures  of 
Reynolds/Reece.  Shortly  thereafter,  on  May  17,  1930,  a large  shipment 
of  Reynolds/Reece  Type-1  $5  sheets  arrive  numbered  1 to  2044. 

On  June  3,  1930,  the  first  of  the  Union  & Peoples  NB 
Reynolds/Reece  $5  notes  were  shipped  to  the  bank.  The  $5  notes  with 
the  new  title  and  cashier  began  shipment  while  the  Comptroller  was  still 
sending  first-title  $ 1 0s  and  $20s  to  the  bank  with  Reynolds/Clark

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Charter  1 1289  by 
Charter  1533.  The  two 
banks  did  not  start  an 
entirely  new  charter; 
instead.  Charter  11289 
closed  and  was  assumed 
by  Charter  1533  under  a 
new  title.  The  continued 
existence  of  Charter 
1533  meant  that  the 
existing  inventories  of 
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signatures.  The  important  lesson  here  is  to  recognize  that  the  concurrent 
issuance  ol  notes  from  both  the  old  and  new  titles/officers  was  of  no 
consequence  to  either  the  Comptroller  or  the  bank.  This  was  a business, 
not  to  mention  a business  attempting  to  survive  the  depression. 

Incurring  additional  costs  to  cancel  and  destroy  perfectly  serviceable 
note  stock  just  because  the  bank  title  or  officers  changed  was  out  of  the 
question.  Not  until  the  third  month  of  Harry  Reece’s  tenure  as  the 
Union  & Peoples  NB  cashier  did  notes  begin  arriving  at  the  bank 
showing  his  signature. 


Harry  Reece  Resigns 

As  fate  would  have  it,  the  new  Reynolds/Reece  notes  would  start

In  early  August  1930,  the  Union  & 

Peoples  NB  sent  a request  to  the  BEP  to  have 
its  overprint  changed  to  show  a new  cashier 
signature,  none  other  than  the  familiar  J.  F. 
Clark.  Jay  Clark  was  thus  reunited  on  the 
notes  with  bank  president  Reynolds,  just  as 
their  signatures  graced  the  first  small  size 
notes  when  the  bank  operated  under  its  first  title.  The  Peoples  NB.  By 
August  1 1,  1930,  the  new  Reynolds/Clark  second-title  notes  were 
shipped  by  the  BEP  to  the  Comptroller. 

The  overlapping  note  shipments  continued.  Clark  was  back  as  the 
bank’s  cashier  but,  amazingly,  the  Comptroller  was  still  shipping  notes 
with  his  name  on  them  from  the  bank’s  original  title.  The  Peoples  NB. 
Meanwhile,  the  Reece  notes  continued  to  arrive.  On  July  18^\  the  last 
of  the  $10  notes  with  the  first  Charter  1533  title  were  shipped  to  the 
bank.  Ironically,  this  had  the  effect  of  shipping  to  the  bank  the  correct

current  president/'cashier  signature  combination  of  Reynolds/Clark,  but 
with  the  outdated  first  bank  title!  Then,  on  August  2,  1930,  the  first 
shipment  of  Reynolds/Reece  $20s  go  out  to  the  bank,  a month  after  the 
departure  of  Harry  Reece.  Nearly  anyone  visiting  the  teller  window  at 
the  bank  would  have  been  challenged  to  identify  the  current  bank  officer 
names  from  the  notes  they  were  receiving,  or  for  that  matter,  even 
discern  the  bank’s  current  name!  By  late  August,  Reynolds/Reece  and 
Reynolds/Clark  notes  were  being  shipped  concurrently  to  the  bank.  Not 
until  October  9,  1930,  were  the  last  Reynolds/Reece  notes,  all  $20s, 
shipped  out  to  the  bank,  100  days  after  Reece’s  resignation.  Harry 
Reece  worked  long  enough  at  the  merged  bank  to  see  the  first  $5  and 
$ 1 0 notes  arrive  with  his  name  on  them,  but  he  was  long  gone  before  the 
first  $20  notes  arrived.  Table  4 provides  a summary  of  the  shipping 
dates  for  the  Reynolds/Reece  sheets  to  the  bank. 
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Rarity  and  Survival  of  the  Reynolds/Reece  Notes 

Harry  Reece’s  short  three  months  as  cashier  meant  only  a small 
percentage  of  Union  & Peoples  NB  notes  were  printed  with  the 
Reynolds/Reece  signature  combination,  and  the  notes  are  accordingly 
scarce  or  rare  today.  Table  3 shows  the  relative  rarity  of  the  Series  of 
1929  notes  from  each  of  the  note  issuing  national  banks  in  Jackson. 
Harry  Reece’s  signature  appeared  on  just  1 1.3%  of  the  notes  issued  by 
Union  & Peoples  NB.  The  $5  denomination  was  by  far  the  largest  issue 
with  Reece’s 
signature,  but 
$5  notes  still 
accounted  for 
less  than  1 0% 
of  the  bank’s 
second-title 
issue.  The 
Reece  $10  and 
$20  notes 

combined  were  less  than  2%  of  the  bank’s  total  issuance  under  the  Union 
& Peoples  title.  Not  surprisingly,  the  census  today  shows  only  three  $5 
notes  are  recorded  with  the  Reece  signature  (serial  numbers  D000186A, 
B000866A,  and  D001403A).  Even  rarer,  there  is  only  one  recorded 
Reece  $10  note  (D000087A),  and  one  recorded  $20  (A000047A).  No 
sheets  are  known  to  have  been  saved  with  the  Reece  signature. 

The  “hidden”  nature  of  the  Reece  notes  has  likely  contributed  to 
their  rarity  going  unrecognized  or  unappreciated  by  most  collectors  to 
date.  Even  the  owners  of  the  unique  $10  and  $20  notes  may  be  unaware 
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This  portion  of  the  Comptroller's  Currency  and  Bond  Ledger  for  Charter  1533,  Union 
& Peoples  NB,  documents  the  arrival  of  the  first  Reynolds/Reece  notes  from  the  BEP 
on  May  10,  1930. 


ot  their  significance.  The  Currency  and  Bond  Ledgers  provide  the  only 
real  indication  of  how  few  Reece  notes  were  actually  issued.  Their  rarity 
is  enhanced  by  the  fact  they  were  relatively  early  issuances  by  a bank 
that  went  out  of  business  by  summer  1933.  Since  the  Reece  notes  were 
distributed  to  the  bank  over  a five  month  span  in  1930,  there  was 
considerable  time  for  the  notes  to  circulate,  become  worn  out,  and  be 
sent  back  to  the  redemption  bureau  for  replacement.  Such  replacement 
would  eventually  have  taken  place  with  Reynolds/Clark  notes  until  the 
bank  closed  in  mid- 1933. 
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Conclusion 

The  “hidden"  cashier  story  for  the  Union  & Peoples  NB  has 
significant  implications  for 
collectors  of  Series  of  1929 
nationals.  The  availability  or  even 
existence  of  certain  note  varieties 
cannot  be  judged  from  the  issuance 
data  in  the  standard  reference 
books.  Certainly  the  existence  of 
the  scarce  or  rare  Reynolds/Reece 
notes  is  not  evident  from  either  the 
standard  reference  books  or  even 
the  Comptroller’s  annual  reports. 

The  Comptroller’s  annual 
reports  are  valuable,  but  one  needs 
to  recognize  they  are  year-end 
snapshots  of  a bank’s  condition  - 
they  do  not  display  changes  in 
officers,  bond  amounts,  or  taxable 
circulations  occurring  during  the 
year.  Only  by  combining  the

information  from  the  standard 
paper  money  references,  the 
Currency  and  Bond  ledgers,  the 
BEP  ledgers,  and  sometimes  the 

notes  themsel  ves  can  one  piece  together  a comprehensive  view  of  a 
bank’s  note  issuances  and  their  scarcity.  While  this  case  focused  on 
Jackson  notes,  similar  “hidden”  varieties  no  doubt  exist  on  notes  from 
other  banks,  evident  only  when  a sharp-eyed  collector  or  researcher  puts 
the  disparate  facts  together.

1923-2007 


It  was  with  great  sadness  that  we  recently  heard  of 
the  passing  of  longtime  numismatist  and  friend 
Dr.  Jack  M.  Vorhies  (DDS,  MSD)  of 
Greenwood,  Indiana  Dr.  Vorhies,  a retired 
k Dentist,  passed  away  on  March  1 2th  at  the 
h age  of  84.  Dr.  Vorhies  was  a collector  since 
I 1970  and  had  great  interest  in  Indiana, 
Kentucky  and  Ohio  proof  notes.  He  also 
avidly  collected  Federal  proofs,  die  proof 
vignettes,  engraved  checks  and  documents, 
artwork  of  engravers,  and  other  paper 
money  related  items  including  Revenue 
Stamped  Paper  and  Stamps.  We  visited  Dr. 
Vorhies  about  15  years  ago  and  were  able  to 
see  his  great  numismatic  library.  He  was  very 
proud  of  his  terrific  library  which  included  mostly 
books  on  Syngmphics.  We  could  see  that  he  took  tender  loving  care  of  every 
book  he  owned  and  treasured  it  as  he  would  a family  member.  Dr.  Vorhies 
also  leather  bound  the  publications  he  received  from  the  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors  (Paper  Money)  and  Essay  Proof  Society  (EPS  is  no  longer 
in  existence).  He  also  took  other  references  that  were  soft  bound  or  had 
damaged  covers  and  had  them  leather  bound.  We  talked  to  Dr.  Vorhies  in 
2003  and  convinced  him  that  his  “ Svngraphic  Library  ” would  add  greatly  to 
the  ANA  library.  Dr.  Vorhies  donated  this  important  library  to  the  ANA  in 
2004.  ANA  Librarian  Nancy  Green  along  with  Numismatic  Literature 
Specialist  Charles  Davis  were  amazed  at  the  tremendous  references  that  were 
donated  by  Dr.  Vorhies,  and  were  now  part  of  the  ANA  Library’.  Many,  if  not 
most  of  these  references  currently  reside  in  the  ANA  Dwight  Manley  Library’, 
and  Frank  Katen  Rare  Book  Room.  This  great  donation  helped  to  make  the 
ANA  Dwight  Manley  Library  one  of  the  best  in  the  world  in  the  area  of 
Syngraphics.  Dr.  Vorhies  was  also  a co-author  of  the  Indiana  Obsolete  Notes 
and  Scrip  reference  along  with  Wendell  A.  Wolka  and  Donald  A.  Schramm, 
which  was  published  by  Krause  Publication  in  1978. 

Dr.  Vorhies  participated  in  many  of  the  paper  money  comentions  held 
annually  in  Memphis,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis.  For  the  past  sex’eral  years  he 
shared  a table  at  the  IPMS  Memphis  convention  with  J.  Roy  Pennell.  It  wm 
always  fun  to  stop  and  visit  with  Dr.  Vorhies  and  talk  about  paper  money  \ He 
had  exceptional  knowledge  of  banknotes,  engraving  companies  and  their 
engravers.  He  helped  us  at  times  with  information  and  notes  for  our  collection. 

Dr.  Vorhies  was  bom  in  Indianapolis  in  1923.  As  a young  man  he  w as 
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drafted,  went  to  Officer  Candidate  School,  and  sewed  in  the  102  Infantry  > - 
WW 11  European  Theatre.  He  served  for  18  months.  From  the  Military \ he 
entered  Dental  School  and  later  became  a DDS,  MSD,  specializing  as  an 
Orthodonist.  He  met  his  future  wife  Georgia  when  he  was  15.  They  were 
married  three  years  later  and  had  seven  children.  We  can  remember  many 
times  Dr.  Vorhies  telling  us  how  proud  and  happy  he  was  with  his  wife 
Georgia  and  their  children.  Many  times  Georgia  would  accompany  her 
husband  to  the  conventions.  It  was  always  nice  to  see  Georgia  and  Dr 
Vorhies  at  conventions.  This  was  a wonderful  and  loving  couple  who  were 
always  smiling  and  had  kind  words  to  say  to  everyone  who  stopped  to  say 
hello..  Dr.  Jack  Vorhies  was  a kind  and  gentle  person  who  will  be  missed  by 
his  hundreds  of  friends  in  the  numismatic  community.  We  want  to  wish 
Georgia  and  her  family  our  sincere  condolences  and  prayers  on  this  sad  loss. 
Dr.  Jack  Vorhies  will  live  in  the  memories  of  everyone  who  crossed  his  path.

CRISP  UNCIRCULATED LOW  SERIALS 
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THE  EXISTANCE  OF  VERY  MANY  LOW  NUMBERED  SETS 
FROM  THE  EARLY  YEARS  OF  THIS  ISSUE  IS  UNLIKELY. 
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When  the  above  notes  were  issued  we  didn’t  have  the  luxury  of  a personal 
computer  or  access  to  a “thing”called  e-mail.  However,  there  were  enough 
of  us  old“die-hards”to  keep  ihingjfollmg . We  wrote  hundreds  of  letters 
and  burned  the  midnight  oil  attempting  to  obtain  notes  from  the  different 
districts.  There’s  no  telling  how  much  we  spent  on  postage  or  how  many 
trips  we  made  to  the  bank  or  post  office,  but  we  did  manage  to  get  the  job 
done.  I made  many  interesting  friends  through  thdft  hand  written  letters.
